Failures o f Soldiers’ A rm or. 
Many years ago several inventors de­ 
veloped bullet proof cloths or breast­ 
plates, and in spite of much advertising 
their suggestions were never adopted, 
much to the surprise of civilians. The 
reason is very simple. If the bullet is 
Ste[-ped Its energy is transmitted to the 
shield, which in turn delivers a blow 
to the soldier’s body. The severity of 
the blow depends upon the velocity of 
the bullet, aud if the shield is very light 
the chest wall receives more or less In­ 
jury. In order to be effective the shield 
must weigh at least ten pounds. 
It is a repetition of the old circus 
trick of striking with a sledgehammer 
an anvil on a man’s chest lf iii [dace 
of the anvil we substitute a thin metal 
plate the blow would be fatal, and the 
sledgehammer has about th^ same en­ 
ergy as a bullet at high velocity, 
lf 
the shield weighs but six or (figlit 
pounds the blow of tho bullet almost 
knocks a man down. Soldiers are not 
to wear armor, but to get behind it, as 
in amiored ships, forts and motorcars.

a blood-thirsty man and hated the 
whole race

hatred, 
boasted th at lie had killed m any

one in time of peace as well as war 
whenever an opportunity

for doing it in safetv. 
Ile u - cd to 
boast th a t he showed plenty of hones 
of Indians iii this country who had 
fallen by his hand. 
It a p p e ars that 
he had come to the west early iii the 
pre sen t-ce n tu ry an d had 
had 
his 
share of adventures. As a woodman 
he could 
scarcely he 
excelled; it 
seemed more like instinct th an r e a ­ 
son, 
the 
certainty with which 
lie 
could traverse the pathless forest*, 
by day or by night; the desired di­ 
rection was all he required. 


In the y e a r 1823, my l a t h e r being 
entirely unacquainted wit ii the p ro ­ 
cess o f su g a r making, proposed that 
they should join together and make

partnership. 
They 
accordingly 
opened a r a m p on the school section, 
where there were a g re at abundance 
o f fine su g ar tree-. 
This was about 
three 
miles from my 
f a th e r ’s and 
still fu rth e r from S w an so n ’s. 
They 
took provisions with 
them sufficient 
to last for several days, so that they 
would not have to return home d u r ­ 
ing the run. 
W henever they would 
get all of the w a te r 
boiled 
down, 
they would -ta rt frequently late at 
night and very dark, 
and a t 
th at 
time the woods were 
dense 
with 
~^>ieebrush, rendering it 
still more 
difficult to keep a straight course, 
hut it made no difference with S w a n ­ 
son, he always struck tin* northeast 
corner of my f a th e r ’s clearing, 
lf 
there were no sta rs visible, he kept 
his course by feeling the moss on the 
trees; 
you a r e 
no 
doubt 
aw are 
th a t it grows more luxuriantly 
on 
the north side. 
I will mention here a little incident 


that occurred illustrating a p a rtic u ­ 
lar trait in his charcater, show that 
though he feared nothing human lie 
was superstitious and troubled at the 
supernatural. 
One night 
they were 
boiling very late, their fire beside a 
large log giving a bright light, when 
they heard the rustling of leaves and 
saw what they first thought a dog 
approaching along a well worn In d ­ 
ian path passing within a few rods 
of and within the full light of their 
fire, but which they presently saw a 
large panther. 
It passed slowly, de­ 
liberately, not even turning its head 
to look at them, giving no signs of 
either o f fe a r or anger. 
My fa th e r expressed his asto n ish ­ 
ment at its boldness in coming so 
near them m the strong glare of the 
fire, as such animals usually fe a r it. 
S w anton replied that is was not a 
real panther, but the spirit, of some 
indian lie had slain, and had taken 
this form to manifest itself to him, 
blit for what purpose lie knew not. 
lie was then an d ever a f te rw a rd un­ 
willing to discuss the subject, 


lie was once taken prisoner by 
Ben D a v i s ’ band and held fo r some 
time in captivity in tins village, a 
short distance from where I now live 
but his cunning and knowledge 
of 
Indian c h a ra c te r enabled him to e s ­ 
cape. 
He was personalis unknown 
to iris captors, who had no ieda they 
held one of 
then* 
most 
d a n g e r o u s 
foes. 
The indians would frequently 
invite him to shoot at a mark, which 
lie invariably missed; when they took 
him with them on their hunts, he 
never could 
kill anything; 
he also 
took pains to c a rry wood and water 
fo r the sq u a w s; all these things ex­ 
cited their contempt and convinced 
them that he 
was no warrior, 
and 
they 
had 
no fe a r 
that so 
poor a 
hunter would try to escape, finally 
the w arriors had all gone aw ay on 
some expedition, 
leaving none 
but 
the old men, women and children 
when 
ISwanson, equipping 
himself 
with 
a rifle, tom ahaw k and knife, 
struck a bee line fo r the nearest 
settlement, 
where he 
arrived 
in 
safety, 
having traveled 
night 
and 
day.

between the 
Indians and whites, an irrepressible 
desire to kill one ut the hated 
race 
siezed him, and he determined at all 
haz ard s to gratify his inclination in 
this 
particular. 
Accordingly, 
with 
his deadly rifle on his shoulder, his 
tom ahaw k and long hunting knife at 
his side and ca rry in g a small sack 
of dried venison aud p a n bed corn, 
he set out t or one of the \\ bite river 
towns. 
Arriving 
a f te r 
night, 
he 
secreted him-elf behind a log in a 
dense p aw paw thicket, his 
am bush 
commanding 
a 
much used 
Indian 
path. 
Here, in the confident a s s u r ­ 
ance that the first 
solitary 
Indian 
that p assed this ro a d would fall an 
ea sy v i c t i m 
to his vengeance, 
he 
lay and watchful 
three 
d ay s 
and 
night in vain, fo r it so happened that 
though many passed, there were a l­ 
ways two or more together, and if 
he had shot one, an immediate alarm 
would have been given and a relent­ 
less pursuit followed, and as he had 
no desire lo lose his own scalp, 
lie 
did not shoot. 
His provisions being 
exhausted and not daring to shoot 
game, for bt* said the Indians should 
at once detect that it was the report 
of ii white man s rifle by the won­ 
derful nicety of hearing peculiar to 
the savage, he was obliged to return 
home 
without 
the gratification of 
having another 
of the hated 
red 
men. 
He always spoke with regret 
of the cruel disappointment. 


lie had a congenial ii--opiate. a 
brother-in-law 
named 
Myers, 
i s 
keen a hunter and unsparing an I n d ­ 
ian fighter as himself. 
In my earl­ 
iest recollection- 
ot him, he 
was a 
s q u a tte r iii the poplar grove, about 
a mile west of William- Creek, and 
a little -oath of the Connersville and 
Rushville 
turnpike. 
Physically, he 


w a s powerful and active, 
morally, 
unscrupulous and dangerous. On one 
of their hunting expedition- they tell 
in with a man who told them that he 
had discovered a silver mine, 
and 
who agreed 
a f te r much 
p rr-u a -io n 
and some threats to show it to them. 
He took them down to the southern 
p a r t of the -tate, and a f te r wind­ 
ing 
about 
through 
innumerable 
ravines and climbing -teep and rocky 


hill- for a day or two, told them he 


could not find it. 
This made them 


extremely angry, f o r they were con­ 


vinced 
that the 
alleged 
discovery 


was an idle boast m ade to deceive, or 
if real, he had determined not to a l­ 
low them to sh are in its advantages, 
so one morning they told him if he did 
not find it that day, th at lie would 
never return to the settlement.

conclusion, 
inquired if he

Business compelled 
Conn to go hack to his old home, I 
think in North Carolina, but he never 
again saw wife or child. He was last 
seen when only a d a y ’- journey from 
home, well mounted and with saddle­

Bul he never reached home and all 
search arni inquiry failed to dispel 
the mystery of his fate.

time Swan son married the widow, 
and they were many, who, knowing 
how unscrupulous

I have always thought that S w a n ­ 
son was brought up and educated in 
some of the old settled states, but 
having committed some bloody deed, 
fled to the frontier fo r concealment 
and safely 
and th at having found 
the wild a d venturuous 
life of 
the 
wildness congenial to Ids tastes, had 
adopted it, forever renouncing 
the 
milder pleasure of civilization. 
When I first saw him he was p ro ­ 
bably over fifty years old, a little 
above 
the average 
height, 
slender 
but muscular, quick in Ins motions; 
his complexion 
had been 
orignally 
fair, but constant exposure to 
the 
elements had bronzed it; 
his hair 
was thin and light colored; ids eyes 
a cold gray, but his most striking 
peculiarity wa- Ids 
immense 
bushy 
eyebrows, 
almost white, which 
lie 
had a trick of drawing down when 
excited, and which gave to his co u n ­ 
tenance a most savage and sinister 
expression. He had the walk c h a r a c ­ 
teristic of both the red and white 
hunter; th a t is he lifted his foot high 
bringing it down lightly but firmly, 
which prevents the rustling produced 
among dry leaves by the u-uai mode 
of walking.

VI of The Cicada. 


IS AN 
UNWELCOME INSECT 


Prairie Dogs, Rabbits And Crawfish 


Grouped as "Undesirables" 


by Department 


(By United PrenO 


Washington, June 30.—After 
a 


welcome absence of 17 years, Brood 
Vlof the cicada isvisitingold friends 
in Northern and Central states, be- 
tween the Hudson 
and Mississippi 


rivers and the interior counties of 
Atlantic coast states as far south as 
the upper part of Georgia. Brood VI 
is the well-known 
17-year 
locust. 


He's been away since 1S9S and when 
he departs this time along about the 
beginning of July, he'll not he ex- 
pected back before 1932. 
And he 


won't he missed, for as any farmer 
can tell you, he's a tarnel nuisance. 


The peculiar habit that gives this 


insect his name causes it to arouse 
great interest each time it reappears. 
Also it arouses fear for the safety 
of trees; but, as a matter of fact 
the actual damage done is slight, ac- 
complished by the female of species, 
which is deadlier than the male. The 
female cuts the bark of the tree to 
make a deposit for her eggs. 


A careful canvass of the whole 


cicada, area was made by the bureau 
of Entomology with the asistauce of 
State Entomologists in 1898. These 
reports caused Michigan and Wis- 
consin to be included in the territory 
that has reason to expect the visitor 
each time he comes for wherever he' 
been for 17 years. 


Ordinary 
repellant 
substance, 


such as kerosene emulsion or car- 
bolic acid solutions, seem to have 
very little effect in preventing the de- 
positing of eggs, but recent experi- 
ences with Bordeaux mixture or lime 
wash show them to be .fairly effec- 
tive. The cicada avoid trees sprayed 
with these preparations, especially 
if there arc other trees in the neigh- 
borhood. 


The most reliable means of pro- 


tecting nurseries or young orchards 
is by collecting the insects in bags or 
umbrellas from the trees 
in 
early 


morning or late evening, when they 
are somewhat torpid. Such collec- 
tions should be undertaken 
at 
the 


first appearance of the cicada and 
repeated each day. 


If pruning is made necessary by 


the female insect's ravages the worst 
affected branches should be removed. 
The less injured limbs may be coated 
on the wounded parts with graftin 
wax or moderately hard soap. These 
protective coverings should be re- 
newed at least once a year, prefer- 
ably in the spring, until ihe wounds 
are healed over entirely. It may be 
expedient in the case of a badly 
wounded recently budded or grafted 
tree, to cut it back nearly to the bud 
or graft, so that an entirely new top 
may be made. 


In the case of older trees the main 


object of treatment is to secure the 
rapid healing of the wounds and pre- 
vent their being used as points for 
secondary infection by other in- 
sects. 
The worst injured trees in 


such trees should also be cut out, so 


'that all the vigor of the plant may 
be directed to the remaining wood. 
The process iuay be accelerated by 
thorough cultivation and the use of 
fertilizers on the land 
about 
the 


trees attacked. 


Prarie dogs, jack rabbits ground 


squirrels, and crawfish are now 
grouped together under the head of 
"undesirable citizens" and extensive 
campaigns for their speedy exter- 
mination in many parts of tlie coun- 
try have been conducted by the Bur- 
eau of Biological Survey of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


War was declared on the 
prairie 


dogs after they had made themselves 
obnoxious by interfering with 
the 


projects of the United States Recla- 
mation Service in the 
west. 
The 


burrowing rodents have caused ex- 
tensive washouts in dikes and fills, 
resulting in heavy damage, in the 
Strawberry Valley Project 
of 
the 


Reclamation 
Service near Provo, 


Utah. 
The campaign against them 


has already resulted in their com- 
plete extermination over large areas 
in Colorado, Arizona, 
and 
Utah. 


Most of them were killed by poison, 
and predatory birds and animals ex- 
te'rmined those remaining. 


In Oregon and Washington, inves- 


tigations are being made with a view 
of dealing with moles which have 
been interfering seriously with the 
cultivation of crops. 


As a result of campaigns against 


the ground squirrels in portions of 
California National Forests, ranch- 
men and land owners have been en- 
couraged to 
co-operate 
with 
the 


bureau and also to carry on inde- 
pendent campaigns. As 
a 
conse- 


quence, on thousands of acres which 
once supported squirrels in abun- 
dance, it is now difficult to find more 
than an occasional animal. Similar- 
ly, successful poison baits were pre- 
pared for the 
Richardson 
ground 


.squirrel, which has bccoim; extreme- 
ly destructive in North Dakota. 


Other experiments have dealt with 


the extermination of rodents which 
hinder reforestation by digging up 
and devouring seeds or gmiwing the 
bark of saplings. 
Special experi- 


ments were conducted in the nation- 
al forest near Ocala, Florida, and at 
the Converse nursery in 
Southern 


California. 


In response to requests for aid 


from farmers in southern Idaho and 
eastern Oregon and Washington, the 
department Has assisted in destroy- 
ing jack rabbits which have been do- 
ing heavy damage. In ouo small re- 
gion, by the use of 
extermination 


baits, over 50.000 rabbits wore de- 
stroyed. 


Experiments also have been con- 


ducted in destroying crawfish, which 
do great damage in Mississippi and 
Alabama.

Failures of Soldiers' Armor. 


Many years ago several inventors de- 


veloped bullet proof cloths or breast- 
plates, and in spite of much advertising 
their suggestions were never adopted, 
much to the surprise of civilians. The 
reason Is very simple. If the bullet 13 
stopped Its energy is transmitted to the 
shield, which in turn delivers a blow 
to the soldier's body. The severity of 
the blow depends upon the velocity of 
the bullet, and if the shield is veiy light 
the chest wall receives more or less in- 
jury. In order to be effective the shield 
must weigh at least ten pounds. 


It is a repetition of the old circus 


trick of striking with a sledgehammer 
an anvil on a man's chest. If in place 
of the anvil we substitute a thin metal 
plate- the blow would bo fatal, and the 
sledgehammer has about tho^same en- 
ergy as a bullet at high velocity. If 
the shield weighs but six or eight 
pounds the "blow of the bullet almost 
knocks a man down. Soldiers are not 
to wiar armor, but to get behind it as 
in a.rmored ships, forts and motorcars. 
—London Tatler. 


California Roads.

The Firlinfocns.

This corresponds to 
what we know as "panpipes" and is 
constructed of reeds fastened side by 
side, the bass pipes being often several 
feet long, while the others gradually 
decrease in size.

called, after their instruments, are as 
a rule ignorant of music and they 
learn their tunes by ear, often from a 
phonograph. H is said that the pan- 
pipe players experience all the sensa- 
tions of intoxication after a march 
due to the energetic blowing and the 
constant wagging of the head to and 
fro.

HOOSIER HISTORY 


HOOS1ER HISTORY BOX 
(Prepared by the United Press from 


Records in the State Library) 
Uncle Sam, himself, was a victim 


of "frenzied finance" in 1882 when 
one of the first state banks, that at 
Vincennes failed. The United States 
government lost more than $160,000 
the proceeds on land sales. 


Of the fourteen branches which 


were proposed to the state bank at 
"^neeunes only three were ever or- 
ganized. 
These were at Brookville, 


Corydon and Vevay. Indianapolis, 
now the Hoosier Metropolis, did not 
have a bank until 1832.

country a well selected library of 
several hundred volumes of standard 
works on history, philosophy, natur- 
al history, poetry and general bel- 
les-letters. Swanson, as soon as lie 
learned this fact sedously cultivated 
.the acquaintance of my father so as 
to obtain the loan of his books. My 
father 
cheerfully loaned him his 


books and took much interest in his 
tales of hunter's life and the recital 
of conflicts 
with Indians. He was 


a blood-thirsty man and hated the 
whole race with a perfect hatred, 
boasted that he had killed many a 
one in time of peace as well as war 
whenever an opportunity presented 
for doing it in safety. 
He used to 


boast that he showed plenty of bones 
of Indians in this country who had 
fallen by his hand. It appears that 
he had come to the west early iu the 
present-century and had 
had 
his 


share of adventures. As a woodman 
'he could 
scarcely be 
excelled; it 


.seemed more like instinct than fea- 
,son, the certainty with which he 
could traverse the pathless forest-, 
by day or by night; the desired di- 
rection was all he required. 


In the year 1823, my father being 


entirely unacquainted with the pro- 
cess of sugar making, proposed that 
they should join together and make 
a partnership. 
They 
accordingly 


opened a camp on the school section, 
where there were a great abundance 
of fine sugar trees. This was about 
three 
miles from my father's and 


still further from Swanson's. 
They 


took provisions with them sufficient 
to last for several days, so that they 
would not have to return home dur- 
ing the run. 
Whenever they would 


get all of the water 
boiled 
down, 


they would start frequently late at 
night and very dark, and at 
that 


time the woods were 
dense 
with 


spicebrush, rendering it still more 
difficult to keep a straight course, 
but it made no difference with Swan- 
son, he always struck the northeast 
corner of my father's clearing. If 
there were no stars visible, he kept 
his course by feeling the moss on the 
trees; 'you are no doubt aware 
that.it grows more luxuriantly 
on 


the north side. 


I will mention here a little incident 


that occurred illustrating a particu- 
lar trait in his charcater, show~*that 
though he feared 'nothing human he 
was superstitious and troubled at the 
supernatural. One night they were 
boiling very late, their fire beside a 
large log giving a bright light, when 
they heard the rustling of leaves and 
saw what they first thought a dog 
approaching along a well worn Ind- 
ian path passing within a few rods 
of and within the full light of'their 
fire, but which they presently saw a 
large panther. It passed slowly,, de- 
liberately, not even turning its head 
to look at them, giving no signs of 
either of fear or anger. 


My father expressed his astonish- 


ment at its boldness in coming so 
near them in the strong glare of the 
fire, as such animals usually fear it. 
Swanson replied thai, is was not a 
real panther, but the spirit of some 
Indian he had slain, and had taken 
this form to manifest itself to him, 
but for what purpose he knew not. 
He was then and ever afterward un- 
willing to discuss the subject. 


He was once taken prisoner by 


Ben Davis' band and held for some 
tune in captivity in this village, a 
short distance from where 1 now live 
but his cunning and knowledge of 
Indian character enabled him to-es- 
cape. 
He was personally unknown 


to his captors, who had no ieda they 
held one of their most dangerous 
foes. 
The Indians would frequently 


invite him to shoot at a mark, which 
he invariably missed; when they took 
him with them on their huutej he 
never could kill anything; he also 
took pains to carry wood and water 
for the squaws; all these things ex- 
cited their contempt and convinced 
them that he was no warrior, 
aud 


they had no fear that =o poor a 
hunter would try to escape, finally 
the warriors had all gone away on 
some expedition, leaving none 
but 


the old men, women aud children 
when. Swanson, equipping himself 
with 
a. rille, tomahawk aud knife, 


struck a bee line for the nearest 
settlement, where he 
arrived 
in 


safety, having traveled night and 
day. I will here note the iact that 
he was uoe of the best marksmen oil 
the frontier and his awkwardness in 
the use of the rille was a cunning 
ruse to decieve the Indians. 


To illustrate his innate ferocity, 1 


will relate some incidents 1 have fre- 
quently heard him tell. At one time 
when there was peace 
between the 


Indians and whites, an irrepressible 
desire to kill one of the hated race 
siezed him, and he determined at all 
hazards to gratify his inclination in 
this particular. Accordingly, with 
his deadly rifle on his shoulder, his 
tomahawk and long hunting knife at 
his side and carrying a umill sack 
of dried venison and parched corn, 
he set out for one of the White river 
towns. Arriving 
after night, he 


secreted himself behind a log in a 
dense pawpaw thicket, his 
ambush 


commanding a 
much used Indian 


path. Here, in the confident assur- 
ance that the first solitary Indian 
that passed this road would fall an 
easy victinn 
to his vengeance, he 


lay and watched three days 
and 


night in vain, for it so happened that 
though many passed, there were al- 
ways two or more together, and if 
he. had shot one, an immediate alarm 
would have been given and a relent- 
less pursuit followed, and as he had 
no desire to lose his own scalp, he 
did not shoot. His provisions being 
exhausted and not daring to shoot 
game, for he said the Indians should 
at once detect that it w:us the report 
of a white man's rifle by the won 
derful nicety of hearing peculiar to 
the savage, he was obliged to return 
home 
without 
the gratification of 


having another 
of the hated 
red 


men. 
He always spoke with regret 


of the cruel disappointment. 


He had a congenial associate, a 


brother-in-law named 
Myers, 
as 


keen a hunter and unsparing an Ind- 
ian fighter as himself. In my earl- 
iest recollections of him, he was a 
squatter in the poplar grove, about 
a mile west of Williams Creek, and 
a little south of the Connersville and 
Rushville turnpike. 
Physically, he 


was powerful and active, morally, 
unscrupulous and dangerous. On one 
of their hunting expeditions they fell 
in with a man who told them that he 
had discovered a silver mine, 
and 


who agreed after much persuasion 
and some threats to show it to them. 
He took them down to the southern 
part of the state, and after wind- 
ing about 
through 
innumerable 


ravines and climbing steep and rocky 
hills for a day or two, told them he 
could not find it. 
This made them 


extremely angry, for they were con- 
vinced that the alleged 
discovery 


was an idle boast made to deceive, or 
if real, he had determihe'd not to al- 
low them to share in its advantages, 
so one morning they told him if he did 
not find it that day, that he would 
never return to the settlement. 
At 


this point Swanson always stopped 
as if the tale was told; if any-one, 
not satisfied with such an impotent 
conclusion, inquired if he showed 
them the silver mine, Swanson would 
reply that he had not; and if curio- 
sity prompted further questioning as 
to what became of him, he would re- 
ply evasively, though, suggestively, 
that he was never afterwards seen 
in the settlement, leaving he hearers 
to draw their own inferences. 


His wife was a suitable companion 


for him. She was a sister of the 
Myers just mentioned, and 
when 


Swansoii married her, was a widow 
by the name of Conn. He had form- 
ed an acquaintance with the family 
during her husband's 
lifetime and 


was a frequent visitor at their cabin 
in the wilderness. Business compelled 
Conn to go back to his old home, I 
think in North Carolina, but he never 
again saw wife or child. He was last 
seen when only a day's journey from 
home, well mounted and with saddle- 
bags under him which contained 
a 


considerable sum of money in silver. 
But he novel' reached home and all 
search and inquiry failed to dispel 
the mystery of his fate. In a short 
time Swaiwon married the widow, 
and they were many, who, knowing 
how unscrupulous 
and reckless of 


human life he had always been, be- 
lieved that he could, if he would, tell 
more about the missing man than 
anyone else. 


1 have always thought that Swan- 


son was brought up and educated in 
some of the old settled states, but 
having committed some bloody deed, 
lied to the frontier for concealment 
and safety and that having found 
the wild adveiitiiruous 
life of 
the 


wildncss congenial to his tastes, had 
adopted it, forever renouncing 
milder pleasure of civilization. 


When I first saw him he was pro- 


bably over fifty years old, a little 
above the average height, slender 
but muscular, quick in his motions; 
his complexion had been origually 
fair, but constant exposure to the 
elements had bronzed it; 
his hair 


was thin and light colored; his eyes 
a cold gray, but his most strikiu, 
peculiarity was his immense bushy 
eyebrows, almost white, which 
he 


had a trick of drawing down when 
excited, and which gave to his coun- 
tenance a most savage and sinister 
expression. He had the walk charac- 
teristic of both the red and white 
hunter; that is he lifted his foot high 
bringing it down lightly but firmly, 
which prevents the rustling produced 
among dry leaves by the usual mode 
of walking. 
This style of walking 


seems very peculiar to the uninitiat- 
ed. Another hunter's habit was his 
constant 
watchfulness, 
his eyes 


continually turning to the right and 
left, 
as 
if he was in au enemy's 


country momentarily expecting 
at- 


tack. 


I will conclude this paper next 


week, by giving the particulars of 
that deed by which he is best known 
to 
the community, 
the murder of 


Clark.

Consent of Land Owners is Also 


Needed — Squirrels Are Report- 


ed to be Plentiful.

Every.- sportsman .\w<t^ likes ;; to 


shoot squirrels, or at least, hunt fo.i 
them, can now do so to his heart's 
content, so far as the Indiana law is 
concerned in the matter. The' "open 
season for Mr. Bushy tail 
opene( 


yesterday and henceforth he will b 
'playing hide and seek around tli 
trunk of a tree while Mr. Hunter 
•tries every, known trick to get a 
shot at him. 


Of course, there are some provis- 


ions about the law which even the 
most enthusiastic hunter must re 
spect, notwithstanding that the sea 
son is now open. 
The hunter inus 


first have a license to hunt, but tin 
county clerk is ready to attend ti 
this part of the proceeding at regu 
lar rates. The most essential thing 
perhaps, is to get the consent of tin 
land owner in whose timber one ex 
pects to hunt. 
This is not always 


so easy as most of the farmers havi 
their lands posted against trespass 
ers and hunters. They do this, it is 
said, not so much on account of the 
-t 
game that may be killed, but be, 
cause they fear that hunters travel- 
ing from one farm to another wil 
spread disease among live stock 
such as hog cholera 
and kindra 


diseases. There is a penalty for any 
form of trespass it' the land is post? 
ed and if the farmer wishes to pros- 
ecute. 


The reports have.it that the squir.- 


rel crop is a large one this year, buj 
most likely the truth of these re- 
ports depend more or less upon the 
locality from whence it come. There 
are sections, near this city where ta, 
hunter could hunt from daylight to 
nightfall and not find anything big- 
ger than a chigger or one. of those 
ilow creeping wood ticks. But there 
are other places where squirrels are 
really more or less abundant. 


Not very many local hunters went 


to the woods yesterday or today, as 
far as is known, though several no 
iloubt participated 
in the sport. 


many hunters have already gone to 
the woods before open season be- 
•an and got the pick of the lot in the 
squirrel line. As much as a mouth 
ago guns have 'been heard booming 
n the woods and it has been repor- 
ted that many of the young squir- 
rels have fallen before 
the 
guns. 


These kind of hunters are a kind of 
snipers and their action is much like 
he fellows who grab for pie before 
:he cook says dinner is ready. 


Ther is no legal limit to the num- 


3er of squirrels that a hunter can 
sill in one day. 
Any weapon can 


ie used, a shot gun, a rifle or a club, 
,tnd they can be hunted at any time 
during the day. 
However, the best 


;imc for shooting a squirrel is when- 
ever one can find him. .
